Lions help the food bank stock up

The Lions’ Annual Food 
Drive which took place last 
Thursday was a huge suc¬ 
cess, pulling in about 5,533 
pounds of food and $570 in 
cash, which all go directly 
to the Mountain View Food 
Bank. 

Vance van Dam, one of 
the organizers and a local 
Lions member, said “We 
did well. Westglen sent us 
about 10 more students 
than we’d anticipated, so 
we had lots of help. We 
averaged just about three 
students per member vehi¬ 
cle and we had some extra 
members that paired up 
with others.” 

He noted that there were 
about 15 Lions including 
himself, and then* were 
about 35 students who 
took part. 


The Lions will be giving 
the students a donation, he 
added, that will be put 
toward sports equipment 
for the school. Last year it 
was about $500, he added. 

“At this point it’s almost 
essential, we need their 
help. So we’re really happy 
that they could provide so 
many students. 

“It’s a win-win all the way 
around, we make a dona¬ 
tion to them, they help us 
out, and the food bank 
helps everyone out in this 
whole area. 

“They were a big help 
and they were good kids," 
he said. “It was a nice 
evening. The weather was 
great again which always 
helps. We collected (close 
to $570) - about twice the 
cash we collected last year, 
you know, for people who 
don’t want to donate food.” 

He added that some 


members take the initiative 
to ask for cash donations 
and some people just offer 
cash in lieu of food, “and 
that’s always good too, 
because then the food 
bank can buy stuff that 
they’re short of, fill holes 
on the shelf and that sort of 
thing, or buy items that 
they’re low on.” 

Van Dam said that people 
were more prepared this 
year than in previous 
years, in part because so 
many businesses around 
town had the posters up in 
their windows. The Lions 
also ran some ads on 96.5 
CKFM and van Dam also 
went in recently for an 
interview at the station. 

He said that once I he 
food has been collected, it 
is weighed to come up with 
an estimate as to its worth. 
“The food bank counts the 
food as $2.25/lb.," added 


Van Dam, “and according 
to that calculation, the 
Lions collected just under 
$12,500 worth of food. 

Gayle Meier, a board 
member for the food bank, 
said they are very happy 
with the result of the food 
drive because they are 
nearing their busy period 
with winter fast approach¬ 
ing. 

“We’re overflowing here, 
bill that’s awesome,” said 
Meier, “and we always can 
use more food, for sure. 
Kids are back in school and 
we’re busy.” 

She said typical clients of 
the food bank include the 
unemployed and single 
mothers with kids. The 
food bank helps alleviate 
the high cost of food and 
provides some essentials 
to those in need. 

“That’s what we’re here 
for.”

The exercise, he said, 
gives students a chance to 
see what the result of a 
drunk or impaired driver 
can be.

“You know what, you 
may not think that drunk 
driving has any effect on 
others if you’re doing it. 
But if you take a crash and 
you put yourself in t he seat 
and then you end up killing 


two people, or three peo¬ 
ple, or injuring people, you 
can be charged for it and 
taken away for it, so it's not 
an ideal choice. You’re not 
the only one that’s affected 
by it." 

(■ailIt Dagg, principal of 
I)HS, said “The feedback 
I’ve got was good. There 
were kids who got out 
there mid thought that it 
was a real situation and I 
think that’s the way the 
RCMP kind of intended it 
to be.” 

Dagg noted that when 
the students came back 
into the school, staff were 
able to debrief them over 
the PA system and fill them 
in on what they had just 
seen.

Schools take over the streets for Terry Fox Run

Very rarely does the town 
of Didshury have random 
stampedes of youngsters, 
yet last Thursday, all three 
of the town’s schools 
organized a massive Terry 
Fox Run for local students 
with nearly 1,000 partici¬ 
pants in total 

Jeff Thompson, principal 
of West glen School, noted 
that this year, Didshury 
High School ran a little 
later than the other two 
schools, and because of 
that, they didn’t join with 
the other schools' runs. 

Between Westglen and 
Ross Ford Elementary 
alone, Thompson noted 
that there were about 700 
students running the route 
at once, plus close to 250 
from the Didshury High 
School, according to Garth 
Dagg, principal of DHS. 

Brent Runnett said this is 
his eighth year as principal 
of Ross Ford, and that the 
school has done a run 
every year that he's been 
there. 

“It’s always been super,” 
said Runnett. 

“It’s something that we 
kind of look forward to 
every year. We get to intro¬ 
duce Terry as a wonderful 
Canadian hero, celebrate 


his great example, and just 
help keep that legacy 
going." 

He said that having an 
event of this scale helps 
encourage kids, as t hey get 
older and move on in life, 
to participate in the com¬ 
munity runs and keep up 
their involvement with the 
cause. 

As far as fundraising 
goes, Runnett said, “We do 
a silver collection and kids 
give what they can. We 
have ajar at our front desk 
and we’ll add that total up 
collectively (with 

Westglen’s contributions) 
in about a week’s time.” 

He added that the school 
always receives great sup¬ 
port from the town. 

“The town office does a 
lot of hustle for us to make 
sure this goes every year,” 
he said, “and the down¬ 
town businesses as well 
have supported us very 
nicely over the years.. .they 
really do treat us very well. 

“Town council is always 
put in a position every year 
where we get started and 
we’re focused on the start¬ 
up. Now it’s often the town 
that calls over and says 
‘Hey, are you guys doing 
your run again?’ And so it’s 
Luana Smith at the town 
office, she’s been a great 
big help." 


Tina Heistad, the physi¬ 
cal education director for 
Westglen, said that her 
Grade 8 leadership class 
played a big role in organiz¬ 
ing the school’s fundrais¬ 
ers. 

“The (irade 8 leadership 
has taken on the Terry Fox 
Run," said Heistad, “and 
what they did is they 
organized activities for the 
kids to pay-to-play, so in 
the gym we played a 
dodgeball game and the 
kids had to pay a dollar and 
all the money went to the 
foundation.” 

She noted that the stu¬ 
dents also had a two-day 
bake sale, raising a couple 
of hundred dollars, and the 
students also sold lemon¬ 
ade after the race for a dol¬ 
lar a cup. 

“We had an assembly to 
kick off all the events to let 
the kids know what we 
were doing and we played 
a 10-minute clip of the 
Terry Fox run...a lot of 
them were inspired by 
what he did. I think having 
the cross-country running 
at the same time, they real¬ 
ized how far the marathon 
actually was that he ran 
every day. 

“I think it inspired them 
to realize that raising 
money for cancer research 
is important and what 
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Terry Fox did was pretty 
amazing." 

Heistad added that this 
year more than any other 
year, she thinks the stu¬ 
dents really understood 
that what Terry Fox did 
was pretty miraculous. 

“So I think the kids are 
doing really well with 
understanding what that’s 
all about,” she said, “The 
(leadership class) wanted 
to dress up, and in memory 
of him they were dressing 
up as their favourite sport. 
So they were wearing some 
uniforms and dressed up a 


little hit just to get into the 
spirit of the event a little 
hit more. 

Garth Dagg, principal of 
DHS, said that the school 
council organized the 
school’s events. 

“So if people around 
town noticed a lot of bright 
neon colours going by, that 
was part of the day is the 
‘Terry Fox Tight and 
Bright’ walk, so we had a 
lot of kids wearing fluores¬ 
cent colours and funny¬ 
looking outfits and that 
was part of the spirit part 
of it.” 


He said the “Grade 12s 
start and lead our students 
around the route. Our goal 
was that every student 
should bring at least two 
dollars, a lot of kids 
brought at least a toonie 
and some brought more.” 

Dagg also noted that the 
town was very supportive, 
“They put some barricades 
out to kind of widen the 
sidewalk down the street 
for our kids.” 

The funds raised by the 
schools will all be pooled 
together and counted this 
week, added Dagg.

Resident Gillian Shields, Miss Rodeo Airdrie 2011, has 
been on the road to become Miss Rodeo Canada for the 
last five years, and with just more than a month until the 
competition, she is working hard to prepare herself for 
the test. 

Jo Lawes, owner of Queenie Central and Shields' coach 
and co-ordinator since 2007, said if Shields wins the title, 
then she will tour Western Canada, the United States and 
Australia, attending events and rodeos. 

“She'll go to places like Cheyenne Frontier Days and the 
National Finals Rodeo," said Lawes, “that will tie her first 
office for Miss Rodeo Canada. She'd go to places like 
Denver, to their stock show, and she would attend some 
of the largest rodeos in North America." 

Lawes said sometimes Shields will pay for things tip 
front and be reimbursed later, but “she will not he al>lt* to 
work full-time, so she will have to he able to pay that up 
front, plus lu'r clothing won’t be paid for and her living 
expenses are not paid for either.” 

Because of the nature of the work, which is a volunteer 
position, much of the cost related to what rodeo royalty 
does hits to he footed by the royals themselves, staled 21- 

year-old Shields.

“someone who gave her a cash donation and that’s CPC 
Contractors." 

Shields said she is trying for the national title because 
she likes what she does as rodeo royalty. 

“There’s so many things that I love being able to do,” 
said Shields. “1 travel around to different rodeos as visit¬ 
ing royalty, get involved with special needs rodeos, pan¬ 
cake breakfasts, habitat for humanity house-building, and 
fundraisers for many non-profit associations." 

She also gets to be deeply involved in the sport of 
rodeo, which she has competed in els a barrel racer. 

“It’s like a family itself," added Shields. “I love volun¬ 
teering too. 1 love being able to associate with, and get to 
know other volunteers, because the people who are vol- 
unteers Eire what make a community great. 

"They’re the ones that keep the community strong and 
they’re always such great people to work with. It’s just 
really groat to give back to people and help people, and I 
just don’t think you can get a better feeling doing anything 
else. I love it.” 

I .awes said that many people are wondering why she is 
from Didsbury and she’s representing Airdrie in the Miss 
Rodeo Canada competition. 

“That’s got to be the biggest question that we’ve been 
asked, and that is because there’s a ruU> that you cannot 
run for Miss Rodeo Canada unless you represent a 
Canadian professional rodeo. Didsbury is an amateur 
rodeo and they don’t have royalty either.” 

Because of this, she went to the nearest professional 
rodeo, which runs in Airdrie. 

“In the past,“ noted I .awes, “she has been the Carstairs 
rodeo queen, she’s been Miss Rodeo Sundre, she’s been a 
top-six qualifier in the Calgary Stampede, and is Miss 
Rodeo Airdrie. 

“So she hits the most competitions and qualifications 
going into Miss Rodeo Canada than any other contestant 
tht're.” 

Because the position is full-time, said Lawes, Shields 
has had to put her education to become a teacher on hold, 
because trying to do a full course load and run at the 
same time would have been too difficult, besides the fact 
that the competition runs in early November., with the 
crowning taking place on the Nov. 7. 

However, there are scholarships available if she makes 
it, so it’s something of a trade-off. 


The competition is not a beauty pageant, noted Shields,
